Why Not? 


Being driven by the low prices paid for sewing to 
seek some other means of livelihood for myself and 
family, I have hit upon a plan which [ think might 
be a benefit to many women situated asLam. If you 
find my views and ideas of no value, the rag-man will 
be glad of the paper upon which they are written. I 
know of several women besides myself, who are left 
widows, with a few hundred dollars in money and 
from one to four little children. The interest of this 
money amounts to but little to the support of a fami- 
ly, and of course the woman must sew, and she toils 
almost day and night, but still finds it impossible to 
make a decent living and bring up her children in 
comfort without frequent resort to her small fund, 
which in due time is gone, and with it the best part 
of the woman’s life, worn out at the rate of about five 
years in one, by severe toil and harassing care. Then 
the mother either dies or becomes an object of public 
charity, and the little ones, as tender, as pure, and as 
beautiful as the rich man’s darlings, are sent to earn 
their living among strangers, and the Lord only knows 
what their end shall be. 

Now, why might not a woman go situated go into 
the country, but not too far to obtain what sewing she 
may wish to do at first, until she gets a fair start, and 
buy, say six acres of good land? Then put on ita 
house just big enough to accommodate her small fam- 
ily, with a good cellar, and just barn enough to hold 
a cow and hay to keep her on, and forty or fifty hens. 
Being a woman, my judgment may not be perfect in 
these matters, but it seems to me that this small farm 
will keep her cow, raise her potatoes and garden veg- 
etables, and leave a piece on which she oan raise.fruit 
and berries for market, What is there about the 
raising of grapes, strawberries, cherries, &c., which 
& woman may not learn and practice as skillfully and 
successfully as a man, especially if she has been 
brought up and always lived ona farm? And why 
should she be ashamed or afraid to take in her own 
hands a hoe, a rake, or a spade, and use them for her 
children’s sake? She will no doubt blister her hands 
and lame herself at first, but she will not curve her 
spine and contract her lungs, as she would making 
great heavy overcoats in the long, hot summer days, 
for forty, and even thirty cents each, as I have done, 
more than I mean todo again, if I ean help it. a] 
have determined to try the experiment unless some- | 
thing changes my opinion as to its practicability.— |

We admire the energy displayed in the letter 
of our fair correspondent, and feel sare ehe will 
succeed in the plan proposed; at all events we advise 
her to try it, and wish her ‘‘God speed.’’ 

There is no earthly reason why women with ordi- 
nary ability, ‘‘especially if they have been brought 
up and always lived on a farm,’’ may not successfully 
engage in the cultivation of small fruits, and get from 
it better health and better pay than they now do from 
many occupations they are furced to follow to main- 
tain a livelihood.. We know of several instances where 
women, by the death of their husbands, have been 
left with farms upon their hands, and have still con- 
tinued to carry them on with an ability and shrewd- 
ness no one need be ashamed of. The culture of small 
fruits is specially adapted for woman. It will be 
necessary of course to hire the performance of some of 
the heavier work, but the greater part of their culti- 
vation can be performed by woman’s hands far better 
than by man. In Massachusetts the market garden- 
ers around Boston employ women laborers toa very 
large extent, and in weeding and picking strawber- 
ries, and many other kinds of labor, the universal 
testimony is that they are better laborers than men. 
If they can do this under such circumstances, we sure- 
ly think they could succeed as managers of their own 
work of this nature. There is nothing about the 
growing and marketing of strawberries, the planting 
and training of vines, the grafting of fruits, the mak- 
ing of a vegetable garden, thata woman may not 
learn; and, indeed, there is beginning to be a very 
general expression of opinion in favor of woman’s en- 
geging in this sort of work. And why not? Is it 
less honorable than living in a garret and making 
thick overcoats for thirty cents each? Why not use 
the hoe as well as the needle, if thereby a woman gets 
better health and more money? But we are offering 
our correspondent no hints or suggestions for her 
guidance, and we will stop. Our readers—are there not 

some who, like our fair querist, are doing as she has 
determined to do?—can doubtless do this better than 
we can, and to any of them our columns are open.— 
Ep.

The work of re-stocking our rivers and ponds with 
valuable species of edible fish is likely to make consid- 
erable progress the presemt season. The Fish Com- 
missioner will give notice the present week of a hear- 
ing to parties interested in the erection of a fishway 
ever the dam at this place, and immediately after the 
hearing, notice to erect a fichway will be served upon 
the proper parties. By their maintenance, and the 
execution of judicious laws for their protection we see 
no reason why salmon, ehad and alewives may not be 
as plenty as before the erection of dams. As they 
breed in fresh water and return to salt water for their 
subsistence, they can be increased without resort to 
artificial feeding, as is necessary in cases of artificial 
breeding in fresh water. 
the Fish Commissioner will this summer introduce 
quantities of black bass into the following lakes and 
ponds of Maine, viz: Lake Chemo, Eddington; Range 
pond, Poland; Belgride pond, Belgrade, and Newport 


pond, Newport. The fish, about fifteen thousand, are

Potatoes and Bees. 


We stepped into the garden of Eri Wills, Esq., in 
this city, a day or two since, and while there he shew 
us several of the new varieties of the potato growing 
which certainly give a very good account of them- 
selves. Among them are the Early Rose, Brees’ King 
of the Earlies, Brees’ Prolific No. 2, and the Climax— 
the latter of which was originated by Mr. D. 8. Heffron, 
Utica, N. Y. Mr. Wills is experimenting some- 
what with these potatoes, but is not forcing them and 
is giving them only ordinary garden culture. The 
Early Rose were planted May 13th, and were in fall 
blossom June 18th. They were cut some ten days be- 
fore being planted, and as soon as cut sprinkled with 
dry, slacked lime, so that the cut portion of the pota- 
to became perfectly healed over before planting. But 
one eye to a piece was planted. These were planted 
out without apy previous forcing or sprouting, and 
had exactly the same treatment that ordinary farmers 
would give their seed potatoes. To show the some- 
what malignant form of the disease in Mr. Wills’ 
case, we may mention that he purchased one medium 
sized ‘‘King of the Earlies,’’ in Vermont last winter, 
which weighed 54 ounces, paying therefor the round 
sum of $5 currency, From this potato he has suc- 
ceeded in growing fourteen handsome stalks! It was 
dissected, preparatory to planting, under a powerful 
magnifying glass, and ‘‘eyes’’ were coaxed out, where- 
ever there was the least possibility of their appearing! 
We hope he will make his fortune quite early out of 
this King. 

In Mr. Wills’ garden is something of an apiary, 
and he is giving some attention to bee-culture. The 
present spring he had four swarms, and under the 
skillful manipulation of Mr. R, D. Paul of Farming- 
ton,—the noted bee tamer—they were transferred 
from the old-fashioned box hives to the Moveable 
Comb Hives (Kidder’s patent) May 10th. The oper- 
ation was readily and safely performed,—the bees be- 
ing stupefied by a slight fumigation of a mixture of 
tea leavee and mild tobacco—and they went to work 
in good style. On the 7th of June they were divided 
by Mr. Paul, so that now Mr. Wills has eight swarms, 
all doing well. By this method of dividing, the 
swarming is made an artificial thing, and is complete- 
ly in the hands of the bee-keeper, while at the same 
time the profits of bees are increased, and the liability 
of loss at swarming, asin the old method entirely 
avoided. They are wonderful and interesting little 
beings, and their care furnishes a constant source of 
study and pleasure.

Massachusetts Horticultural Society. 


Fortunately, for all lovers of horticulture, during 
*‘Jubilee week,’’ in Boston, the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society was holding its annual spring exhi- 
bition of fruits and flowers, and its magnificent halls 
in the Society’s new and elegant building on the cor- 
ner of Tremont and Bromfield streets, were filled with 
choice fruits and rare flowers, and judging from the 
large number present we should think the exhibition 
proved quite as attractive, and far more satisfactory 
than many of the ‘‘side shows’’ to the great Festival. 
The exhibition was held on the 17th of June, and the 
display of fruits, though not large, was very interest- 
ing. Among the strawberries were Wilson’s Albany, 
Hovey’s, Jenney Lind, the Agriculturist, and one or 
two seedlings; then there were grapes, peaches, to- 
matoes, potatoes, pie plant, cucumbers, &c, but as 
we took no notes, we are unable to give the names and 
varieties. The display of cut flowers and of pot plants 
was also large and attractive, many rarities being 
shown. Among the prominent contributors were, 
Hovey & Co., E. 8. Rand, Jr., Francis Parkman, (cut 
flowers,) H. H. Hunnewell, and W. C. Harding. We 
also spent a half-hour very pleasantly in the library 
and reading room of the Society—the latter of which 
is supplied with all the American and many of the 
European serials on gardening, botany, arboriculture, 
&c., and is a most important agency in carrying for- 
ward the work of horticultural improvement, which 
this old established Society has been so long engaged 
in doing. Our obligations are due to E. W. Buswell, 
Esq., the Treasurer of the Society, and also to Mr. R. 
P. Eaton, of the Wew England Farmer, for sind 
attentions. 





Pruning Vines. 


Vines need pruning as much as trees. Superfiuous 
growth in the former equally with the latter, is not 
only unnecessary but a positive injury, if fruit is de- 
sired. Runners of all vines, like the unnecessary 
limbs of trees, should be thinned out and shortened 
in on squashes, tomatoes, cucumbers, melons, and all 
the rest. A correspondent at Plymouth, who signs 
himself ““G. W. P. J.”’ tells us how he pruned his melon 
vines, and had thereby a good crop of melons, not- 
withstanding they were planted rather late, and his 
advice and method are alike good and safe to follow.

The Implement Triat at Amherst, 


The Committee appointed by the New England 
Agricultural Society to conduct a field trial of haying 
machines, on the grounds of the Massachusetts Agri- 
- cultural College, assembled June 22d at this quiet and 
interesting town, located in the beautiful fertile valley 
of the Connecticut river, at this lovely season when 
nature, aided by man, has dressed this, our mother 
earth in her best attire. Though a rainy day, the 
ride by rail, from the great manufacturing city of 
Worcester—a portion of the * being @ new route to 
me—was an interesting one love to pass through 
this mother of States at intervals of a or two, 
mingle with her live sons, as I find them directing the 
motor power—immaterial and mental force—which 
has already wrought out such astonishing results in 
this old Commonwealth. Of the way some things are 
here done—better than we in Maine have yet prac- 
ticed—I hope to say something when I have time. 
That Committee, with whom I am now most inter- 
ested, is mostly present—there being to-day four va- 
cancies, one from each of the States of Maine, Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, and Rhode Island. Many prelim- 
inaries have to-day been settled, and with a fair morn- 
ing we hope tomorrow to see some progress made in 
the business that just now interests so many farmers 
and mechanics in the Eastern, Middle, and Western 
States—all eyes being turned to this town of Amherst. 
The mowers, go far as they have been weighed, I give 
you in the order of the numbers they have drawn for 
field work: Clipper, 560 lbs.; Buckeye, 661; Clipper, 
689; Etna, 798; Granite State, 698; World’s, 811; 
Advance, 713; Clipper, 726; Kniffen, 675; Remington, 
618; Advance, 624; Perry, 651; Harriagton, 735; 
Union, 652; Young Warrior, 660; Buckeye, 664; 
Eureka, 837; America, 722; Eureka, 798; Granite 
State, 546; Clipper, 513; Kniffen, 512; Union, 553; 
Buckeye, 462. The five last named are one-horse 
mowers. Of these, two are made in New Hampshire, 
two in Rhode Island, nine in Massachusetts, nine in 
New York, and three in Ohio. The arrangements for 
taking weights were so imperfect, that I would cau- 
tion interested parties to accept the results with a 
margin. 

Evening, June 23d. To-day has been rather un- 
favorable for the business in hand. A little sunshine 
at intervals—only enough to slightly wilt the grass 
out in the early hours. The éommittee has worked 
through the day, examining the two-horse mowers— 
sixteen having been tried—two entering the field to- 
gether. Each cut a half acre, going down acress a 
field of various grasses, ending with a considerable 
breadth of heavy clover. The trial so far developes 
great merits in each machine, in the general appear- 
ance of the work done. 

In the afternoon, Mr. Stockbridge, the college 
farmer, wished to have the light portion of the cut 
grass prepared to be put in cock, before it should be 
trodden entirely out of sight by the several hundred 
anxious farmers who are in attendance, and the ted- 
ders were called to stir up the hay to facilitate the 
drying and improve its condition to be acted upon by 
the rakes. Six tedders entered upon the work, mak- 
ing @ lively scene. The machines bore the following 
names: National, Bullards, Atlantic, Brown’s and 
American, each worked with one horse, and Buallard’s 
built for two horses. The prices of these machines 
ranged from 70 to 100 dollars. Their action can 











Salmon Culture in Canada. 


1 The following article is condensed from the Toronto . 


Globe of June 11th : 


Mr. Samuel Wilmot has organized a salmon breed- 
ing establishment on his farm at Newcastle, Ontario. 
The works are situated on a small creek, tributary to 
Lake Catarip, and the water for hatching and all oth- 
er taken from the open stream, being car- 
ried under ground to prevent freezing. A barrier 
placed across the main stream turns all the ascending 
salmon into a side stream, that conducts them inte a 
pound, under cover, whence they are taken by the 
operator, and deprived of their eggs and milt. The 
fertilized eggs are then placed in the hatching house on 
frames msde of glass rods, in constantly flowing water. 
Up to November last, Mr. Wilmot had merely 
hatched out a few fish in the cellar of his own house, 
and the attempt made last winter was the first on any- 
thing like a large scale. It wasa matter of some 
doubt whether the experiment would be successful, 
because, while the eggs would be removed from the 
ordinary dangers of the creek, they would be subject 
to the same searching frosts of a Canadian winter and 
the more destructive freshets of early spring, without 
having the protection of their natural beds. In addi- 
tion to this was the fear that rats or other vermin 
might fiad their way into the breeding houses, and in 
@ single night destroy many thousand eggs. 

On the 5th of March, a second visit was made to 
Mr, Wilmot’s establishment. At that time the coun- 
try was buried in snow, everything was frozen, and 
not a vestige of the creek, not even the breakwater, 
could be seen. The fish houses, built at the foot of a 
hill, were almost hidden in the snow; their roofs and 
a few feet of their walls only could be seen, and they 
looked like two Swiss cottages that had been destroyed 
by an avalanche. Everything around them seemed 
to have yielded to the severity of the winter, for the 
valley iu its unbroken quiet appeared destitute of life, 
and the thick white covering, blown here and there 
into an undulating range, defied the creatures of land 
to find food, or those of water tofind air. Beneath all 
this, however, two hundred thousand little creatures 
were steadily coming to life. The small stream by 
which they were fed being brought from the Creek, 
unéergronnd, fought hard with the frost, and fora 
month, during the coldest weather of the year, re- 
mained at one degree above the point at which it 
would have become unmanageable. Gradaally the 


fish formed in the eggs, their eyes first becoming ap- 
parent, a thin streak then showing where their bodies 


would be, and lastly, the pulsation of the heart, de- 


noting that they were alive, while the movements of 
some of the eggs showed very plainly that each not 
only had an indweller, but that he 
alive and kicking. The eggs of the 


Ss, moreover, 
hite-fish, and 
those of a cross between Silmon and Lake-trout, were 


also exhibitiag sigas of vitality, though, unfortunate- 


ly, @ rat ate the greater part of the Hybrid eggs, and 
the only failures, as far as the experiment had gone, 
were the eggs of the Lake-trout. These, however, 


having been taken from a dead fish, and impregnated 


with the milt of another dead one, were always a 
doubtful case. As the temperature of the water be- 
came higher, so the fish advanced, until the latter end 
of April, when it reached 51, 52, 53 and 54 degrees, 
at which time the young salmon burst their shells by 
thousands each day. Ono the 24th of April, 150 to 
180 days after they were deposited in the water, they 
were ali born, but the same sua which hai iadirectly 
vivified them had also melted the snow and ice, and 





hardly be shown in few words so as to be intellig’ble 
to one who has not seen them; but the Bullard ma- 
chines have 8 forks worked by crank motion, creating 
an action very like that of the legs of a grasshopper, 
throwing the hay up and backward. The National, 
Brown’s aod the American throw the hay to the rear, 
but with a circular motion of a reel, geared to the 
wheels of the machine, and revolving in the same di- 
rection. The Atlantic, on the contrary, has a reel 
revolving opposite to the driving wheels. It is furn- 
ished with oviled spring teeth which pass under the 
hay, and throw it over the reel, turning it over and 
severely shaking it, allowing it to fali in an even 
shower. The lonz clover, entirely green, was almost 
too much for its capacity. 

The green state of the hay, hardly admitted a show 
of merit in this class of machines; and expression 
will be reserved till haying weather, and further trial. 
Late in the P. M. the horse rakes were set to gather 
the hay; and their several exhibitors will not thank 
us to express our opinion for the present, on the style 
of the performance. We propose to give them another 
chance before ‘‘making our marks.’” We would if 
we could, keep the busy feet of these 500 good farm- 
ers off the field till the hay is raked. We shall, if we 
can find the place, see these good looking rakes work 
on hay, dried, at least a little. Tomorrow, Mr. 
Waterman is expected from New York, with his 
Dynamometer, and with that event the interest of this 
great trial will intensify. The rakes here number 
twelve.

Remedy for Cracks in Cow’s Teats,

sed a freshet, which, bursting the banks of the 
stream poured down upon the breeding ponds abso- 
lutely laden with mad. Before anything could be 
done to remedy this disaster, thirty thousand young 
salmon had been suffocated, and had it not been for 
the readiness of Mr, Wilmot many more must have 
been lost in the same way. By the construction of a 
peculiar frame he kept the young fish in the water, 
but removed from the bottom of the troughs in which 
the mud so quickly formed. 

From November until April, the long line of troughs 
had remained covered with the frames containing the 
eggs Row after row, trough after trough, the lines 
of little pea-sized eggs remained, slightly encrusted 
with sediment, while the monotonous little jet of water 
dribbled them them into animation. Now, the dirty 
looking little eggs are seen no more, the frames have 
departed and the troughs and adjacent boxes are alive 
with young Salmon, racing about from side to side, 
hiding beneath the stones, and darting about ready to 
seize anything the least bit smaller than themselves. 
In one large box there are ten thousand Parr—for 
they have all absorbed the umbilical bag, and become 
marked with their Parr marks—and as they move 
about, ever keeping their heads up stream, they look 
unlike anything else in nature. To compare them 
with a migration of large black ants would, perhaps, 
be most nearly correct, but even that would fail to 
convey an idea of their appearance, because the Salm- 
on are in several layers, reaching from the stones at 
the bottom almost to the surface of the water. In 
some troughs, they persist in congregating in the cor- 
ners, where they look precisely like a swarm of bees. 
In others, and particularly in those which have the 
most light, they spread themselves; though wherever 
there is a tolerably large stone, there will be a little 
black congregation underneath it. When undisturb- 
ed, they lie, comparatively speaking, quiet, all head- 
ing the one way—up stream; but as their trough is 
approsched, they dash about, each one seeking the 
particular atone to which he oe. as if safety was 
there and there only to be found. They are very rav- 
enous, and fight with one another for any food that 
may be thrown in to them, and exhibit the instinct of 
their kind even at this early date. There is a pecu- 
liarity about the cross-bred fish which is rather re- 
markable: they will not teuch anything that is not 
alive. The young salmon are fed on pulverized liver, 
the spawn of other fish, and similar things; but the 
hybrid will not touch any of these things, but depends 
on that which the little stream from the creek may 
bring in. It is a great pity that so many of the eggs 
produciog these fish were destroyed, as there are too 
few left to thoroughly try the question of their being 
a reproducing fish 

The white-fish hatched by Mr. Wilmot have nearly 
all died. They will not eat, and this looks like a con- 
firmation of the theory previously advanced by Mr. 
Wilmot, that the young of the white-fish, when hatch- 
ed in the shallows, immediately depart for their food 
to the deep waters of the lake, where they find some- 
thing which they cannot get in the streams. 

Of the value of salmon as an article of food or of 
commerce we need hardly speak, though it is worthy 
of mention that, at the present market prices for new- 
ly batched salmon ova, there is in Mr. Wilmot’s nur- 
sery twelve thousand dollars: worth of young fish. 
Next year the number hatched will be much larger 
than that of this season, even with the present houses; 
and as they can be enlarged or supplemented to an 
almost indefinite extent, it will be seen at once that 
the subject possesses an importance far beyond that 
which most people attach to it. If in the small space 
which has been allotted to the purpose on Mr. Wil- 
mot’s farm such resuits can be obtained, a moment’s 
reflection will show what might be done by the estab- 
lishment of other breeding grounds managed in the 
same way. It is, of course, undeniable that a very 
large portion of the young salmon now at Newcastle 
will never attain the age even of Grilse; but much 
may be done to save them from their enemies until 
they are at least a little better able to take care of 
themselves. To ensure the safety of his brood during 
their Parhood, Mr. Wilmot has turned the course of 




















Agriculture in New Brunswick. 


By the last annual report of the Board of Agricul- 
ture for the Province of New Branswick, it appears 
that the progress of this important interest io the 
sister Province has kept pace, on the whole, with the 
increase of the population, and the development of 
other national industries. There is a wide field, how- 
ever, open for future achievements, and we can only 
regard the practice of scientifis agriculture as just 
starting on its course of improvement among our 
maritime neighbours. The Government seem to be 
taking a lively interest in the subject. Assistance is 
given by grants of public money to agricultaral so- 
cieties. Of these there are thirty-four receiving such 
aid throughout the Prorovince, and they appear, to 
judge by their published reports, to be carrying on 
their work energetically and efficiently. 

Tue Board of Agriculture are inaugurating amongst 
otber measures, the establishment of a Provincial 
breeding farm, with the view of importing and rais- 
ing stock of the best breeds, and thus increasing and 
improving the stock of the country. It is estimated 
that the first year’s cost of euchafarm would be 
$18,780, and the subsequent annual expenses $1,500. 
This scheme, liberally and judiciously carried out, 
will no doubt prove of great service to the country. 
Hitherto, the Province has not raised sufficient in 
the way of breadstuffs for its home consumption, and 
New Brunswick merchants have been large importers 
of all the varieties o: grain, and even of butter, cheese 
and lard. There are two principal reasons assigned 
for this deficiency in the agricaltural produce of the 
Province. In the first place, lumbering operations 
have engrossed too large a proportion of labour and 
capital; and in the second place, the system of hus- 
bandry generally pursued has been of too rude a 
character to produce the best results. There can be 
no doubt that the climate and capabilities of a large 
portion of the soil are such as, yndera truly econ- 
omical and scientific method of f:rming, would pro- 
duce ample supplies of food for the population of the 
country The crops raised are mainly the same as 
our own. Indian corn is grown successfully in a few 
countries. Rots and potatoes, especially, are ex- 
tensively cultivated, and with large yields. 

The crop reports for the past year give results 
which may be considered, we are told, above the usual 
average for the Province. 

The Board of Agriculture very strongl7 recommend 
that correct statistics be collected of the agricultural 
operations of each year; and for this purpose suggests 
that the collector of taxes in each section be the person 
authorised by the Government to obtain the necessary 
information. Weare not sure whether that official, 
unpopular as he often is, would not be, from his pe- 
poccliar position, far better qualiefid than the secre-

Reports from England continue very unfavorable. 
The Mark Lane Express, May 31., says the ‘“‘exces- 
sive wet and cold’’ weather has been very unfavorable 
to wheat, ‘‘which is much in want of steady warmth 
to give a chance ofeven a moderate yield.”” The ap- 
prehensions felt in England ‘‘are beginning to be en- 
tertained in Europe.’’ Wheat has so far felt the in- 
fluence, that in France, Belgium, Holland, Hamburg 
and Dantzic there has been an upward moveiffent, 
while ‘‘continental rates are decidedly in excess of 
English prices, and shipments for the British markets 
are accordingly suspended.’’ In Enogland there has 
also been a moderate rise, ‘‘and so strong has become 
the opinion that wheat has about seen its lowest, that 
a large speculative business has taken place.’’ 

Besides the bad effects of unfavorable weather, the 
want of more heat and sun is seriously felt. ‘The 
Farmer Market Circular,’’ London, June 2, gays that 
through the want of sufficient warmth ‘‘the harvest 
has certainly been put back far enough to make an 
extra month’s consumption of wheat necessary, and 
as this will chiefly have to be imported, probably 
over 1,000,000 qrs. will be required from abroad— 
say £2,000,000 or more cash will go out of the coun- 
try from the month of May being wanting in sun- 
shine.”” Mr. C. 8. Read stated in Parliament, May 
28, that while the wheat crop of 1867 “thad only to 
furnish 47 weeks’ consumption, if the present weath- 
er continues, it is possible that last year’s crop may 
haye to furnish 57 weeks’ consumption.’”? However 
this may be, it appears that not only fears ofa short 
crop, but of a late harvest, are causing much appre- 
hension. Should both turn out to be the case, as at 
latest accounts appeared probable, it is hardly possi- 
ble that eufficient supplies can be obtained without a 
considerable advance in prices. 

In France, bad weather has caused a considerable 
advance. Of 126 markets, 96 advanced or had a 
tendency to advance, 27 were firm or without materi- 
al change, while only 3 had a tendency to decline; 
hence it is said, that ‘‘everywhere the advance is in- 
creasingly decided, and that the weather occupies the 
attention of all parties.”” At the same time, it ap- 
pears that France has suffisient wheat to last until 
harvest, while there is considerable more rise than in 
England, where a large amount must be imported. 
Can there be any better evidence of the management, 
or the ‘‘masterly inactivity,’’ by which prices have 
been depressed and kept down in Eaglaad ?—Country 
Gentleman, June 24th. 





Management of Dihlias. 





Ere this, dahlias have been set out in the open air, 
and are expected to blossom during the summer 
and fall mgnths. Dahblias often-times are forced into 
early maturity by a long drouth, and a second growth 
is produced by late copious showers. 

You should give especial attgntion to the supports 
of the plants, and add stakes where they are needed. 
If the side branches are not well secured in the direc- 
tion they are growing, they will break down. It isa 
too common and detrimental practice to remove many of 
the side branches of dahlias. You should bear in 
mind that the foliage of the dahlia is of too mash ¢ 
service to be wantonly decreased—hence, if they be 
treated as fruit and other trees, that is, all pruning 
confined to the removal of the weak and useless 
branches, and such as are crowding others, the flow- 
ers will come even larger than if a more severe prun- 
ing were practiced. 

If you desire larger flowers, remove the greater 
number of small flower buds, leaving on the largest 
and most promising. Many growers protect the bloom 
from the rain and sun’s rays, by acovering. This 
may be useful in a certain ny bat the petals of 
covered flowers are thinner and the color less vivid 
than those exposed to, and cultivated in open air. 








Road Management. 


A correspondent of the Rural New Yorker, gives 
his plan for the better management of our public 
roads as follows : 


“Our public roads need something more than the 
ordinary routine system of managefhent by means of 
a roadmaster elected yearly, who knows little or noth- 
ing to work upon but the compelled ‘laying upon the 


need it may be difficult at present to reach ; but with 
the wealth and improvement of our agricultural con- 
dition it is time that more attention was giver to im- 
proving country roadways. 

Asa point, I will say that instead of District or 
Township Road Supervisors, there be one County Road 
master, to whom shall be paid a salary, and whose of- 
fice can only be held by a man having made road- 
making a study theoretically and practically. Have 
the taxes assessed upon the lands, assessment being 
guided by the views of the roadmaster, and so aver- 
aged that each acre pay its due proportion, whether 
abutting on the road or not. Have the assessment, 
whenever made upon a section, sufficiently heavy to 
make a perfect road—not just enough for a passable 
road in dry weather and an impassable one in wet. 
Have this tax collected by the county treasurer, and 
paid to the roadmaster on his accounts being certified 
to by the county commissioners. 

It is a well known fact that good roads add largely 
to the value of farming lands; and although a change 
from the old programme may be at first apparent! 
hard, at times causing owners to pay on lands wh 
they are not cultivating, it will nevertheless be found 
more just than the present, by which a few indastri- 
ous and poer men often increase, with their labor in 
road making, the value of lands held by the specula- 
tor, only until just such time as the construction of a 
good road will make it valuable.’’

Massachusetts Agricultural College. 


A writer in the Amberst (Mass..) Record, giving 
some account of matters at the Agricultural College 
says: 

“*Mr. Marks has assumed his duties as Farm Supt., 
thus relieving Prof. Stockbridge of many duties that 
previously demanded his attentim. The students 
now, as*formerly, are required to work six hours per 
week without pay ‘for the purpose of learning the op- 
erations of the farm and garden.’ Prof. Stockbridge 
has begun to instructthe boys in sucha way as to 
satisfy the students that they are now going to receive 
practical lessons, an that they will no longer be requir- 
ed to work simply to get the work. Last week busi- 
ness was begun in earnest. Four teams were placed 
in the field with as many different kinds of plows at- 
tached, and on Monday and Wednesday the members 
of the Sophomore class, were required to hold plow 
one half hour while Prof. Stockbridge gave such in- 
struction with regard to the proper manner of hold- 
ing the same as would suit the individual case. On 
Friday last the class assembled in the tool room, 
where Prof. Stockbridge had previously carried a plow 
which he then took to pieces, explaining the use and 
proper ccnstruction of the different parts, how to reg- 
ulate a plow, etc., after which the boys were permit- 
ted to take the plow to the field, and by actual trial, 
see how it should be altered to cut a proper furrow in 
various kinds of soil.’’

The unscrupulous, reckless and | 
ignorant often having no legitimate business or visible 
means of support, are precisely the class to avail , 
themselves of all the aids of effrontery, trickery, and, 
adventurous knavery for the purpose of obtaining ; 
control of the wires in our political machinery. The | 
high-minded, and intelligent portion of our citizens, } 
who are usually engaged in better business, are rarely ’ 
conspicuous in political chicanery and humbug, or if | 
by chance they are drawn inside the ‘‘ring’’ they ” 
speedily become disgusted and disappear from the. 
stage. ' 

Now it has been thought that this unfortunate state 
of things can be remedied by the simple expedient of’ 
making the caucus a legal instead of @ voluntary body. 
In 1824 it was thought that all the evils resulting | 
from the old Presidential caucus would be avoided by ' 
abolishing that particular custom, and so the dethrone- 
ment of King Caucus was hailed asa great ‘‘leap 
ahead”’ in political reform. But like many other re- 
forms it was found to be beautiful in theory, but very 
imperfect in practice. It simply widened the circle of 
intrigue and established a branch of the old caucus in 
every hamlet and grog-shop in the country. So it 
would be found that any provision of law for the or- 
ganization of caucuses would signally fail of its pur- 
pose. The legal caucus would merely occupy the 
position which the election now does. The wire-pull- |. 
ers and intriguers would most obviously go back one 
step further and perfect their schemes in dark by- 
ways and secret cabals before the time for the legal 
organization. This additional complication of the 
machinery would only facilitate their operations. 

The philosophy of the matter is precisely analogous 
to that of divorces, intemperance and many other 
questions which have invoked a great deal of ‘legisla- 
tion. §So long as politicians continue to be selfish, un- 
scrupulous, knavish and bold, there will be rascality 
and corruption in the selection of candidates, and the 
candidates will not always be noted for their wisdom 
or competency. It is difficult to see how the character 
of the politicians can be essentialiy changed by law 
while the spoils of office are distributed by way of re- 
ward for party service; and the spoils of office will be 
distributed while political parties exist, as they must 
exist, under our system of Government. 

We must therefore look for a more healthy condi- 
tion of the public morals, and far greater improve- 
ments in the virtues of the people before we can hope 
for any improvements in the machinery of political 
parties.

Democratic Stare Convention. The State Con- 
vention for the nomination of a democratic candidate 
for Governor, met in Bangor on Tuesday last. Chas.

Srare Temperance Convention. This body assem- 
bled in Portland on Tuesday last. About two hun- 
dred del-gates were reported present.

Most of the speakers 
strongly urged the nomination of independent temper- 
ance candidates for Governor, members of the Legisla- 
ture, and other offices. 

Rev. W. P. Merrill offered the prohibition resolu- 
tion of the Bangor Republican platform, which was 
almost unanimously laid on the table.

The platform recognizes the necessity of sustaining 
the public credit and paying the public debt, the pro- 
priety of State legislation to develop the resources of 
the State, and believing that temperance will best 
promote these ends, favors total prohibition of the 
liquor traffic except as recognized by the laws, and a 
State Police to execute it. 

The final resolution pledges support to Hon. N. G. 
Hichborn, the nominee. 

It was voted that the State Committee call County 
Conventions to nominate County officers, and the Con- 
vention adjourned. 





Horriste Barsariry. The military atrocities of 
Haynau, the Austrian General, and of the French in 
Algeria in smoking thousands to death in a cave, have 
been thrown into the shade by a recent act of Letona, 
the Spanish General in Cuba.

We are assured by an 
inte'ligent and well informed gentleman of this city, 
@ native Canadian, who has recently returned from a 
visit to the new Dominion, that the feeling in favor of 
the annexation of Canada to the United States is wide 
spread, aod growing in strength every day. Several 
influential papers, among them the Halifax Chroni- 
cle, the Quebec Chronicle, and the Star and the 
Pays of Montreal, earnestly support the movement. 
Large numbers of business men of Montreal and Que- 
bec take bold and open ground for a change in their 
political relations. A recent correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, speaking of the arguments for a 
change, says : 

**One reason why all these men are looking toward 
Independence is that the trade of Quebec is leaving it 
every day. It was formerly a great ship building 
place, turaing out 50,000 to 60,000 tuns of new ves- 
sels every year. This large and important business 
has dwindled down to one-fourth of its former propor- 
tions, and, as a consequence, thousands of shipwrights 
have gone away to the States, the part of the city 
where ship-building was carried on (St. Roch) being 
almost entirely depopulated. Proprietors are grateful 
to any one who will take their property for the time 
being and pay the taxes. They would gladly give it 
away altogether were it not that they fancy Independ- 
ence cannot be delayed longer than at most a couple 
of years, when they expect that the great natural ad- 
vantages of Quebec as a seaport at the mouth of the 
great St. Lawrence will be brought into play, and the 
aprivalled water power of the Montmorenci and Chau- 
diere and other rivers which empty themselves over 
highprecipices into the St. Lawrence in the harbor of 
Quebec itself will be turned to account. The ship- 
builders of Quebec are, or rather were, the bone and 
sinew of the place; they gave a tone to public opinion, 
and they and all connected with them are for a change 
in our political condition—the sooner the better. But 
this is only one, altheugh an important one, of the 
thousand arguments brought up in favor of the move- 
ment.’’

American enterprise, says: 

“The engineering triumphs of the first half of the 
nineteenth century seem to have been but smal! com- 
pared witb those which the second half of the century 
bids fair to accomplish. The completion of the Union 
Pacific Railrcad may be said to have already given 
the crown and finish tothe great material works 
which have characterized the age. This railway is 
the longest in the world. It completes an unbroken 
line of rail which begins on the shores of the Atlantic 
and ends on the Pacific coast, [t bridges over some 
of the largest rivers in the world, crosses the wildest 
desert or the most frightful and extensive wilderness 
which has ever yet been explored by man, and climbs 
over the double mountain chain of the widest portion 
of the American continent. Yet no great engineering 
work was ever accomplished with less i 
or with more enterprise. It is almost astonishing how 
little we have heard of it in England. Even in the 
Unised States the work has been scarcely ated 
at its full value till lately. All other rai rao 
through lands which are at least somewhat subdued. 
They have towns and cities on their route; farms or 
villages, or rolling prairies filled up the intervals, 
while a friendly population regard the progress of the 
work with interest and approval. The Pacific Rail- 
road had none of these things in its favor. It was a 
road into the wilderness.

Cusan Inreviicencs. Important intelligence has 
been received from the headquarters of the Cuban rev- 
olutionists by their friends in Washington. A de- 
spatch says, since the battle of Puerto del Padre there 
has been but two important engagements, in both of 
which the Spanish forces were defeated, with a loss of 
over fifty in killed and wounded. In one of them the 
Cubans captured a provision train. The Cuban army 
is reported in good condition, while that of their op- 
ponents is suffering greatly from cholera and congest- 
ive fevers. Disease and discontent are proving more 
destructive to the Spaniards than could have been ac- 
complished by successful operations in the field. The 
commanders find it difficult to maintain any organiza- 
tion. The feud between the regulars and volunteers 
is growing more intense every day, and all hopes of 
a settlement seem to be atanend. The volunteers 
have complete control of the commanders, and inde- 
soribable outrages are being perpetrated at their insti- 
gation. 

Later dispatches give further particulars of the fight 
near Puerto del Padre, between the Cubans under 
Gen. Marmot, and the Spaniards under Gen. Fener. 
The victory of the Cabans was complete, They cap- 
tured an extensive train containing a large amount of 
provisions, ammunition, clothing and hospital stores. 
Loss of the Spaniards was over 200 in killed. A 
number of Americans participated in the fight. In- 
formation has also been received that the troops which 
have been concentrating for some time on the Southern 
coast, numbering over 1800 men, have all left for 
Cuba, and it is believed that they have successfully 
landed. The New York Herald of Sunday last pub- 


lishes a detailed account of the sailing of a Cuban ex- | the 
pedition under command of Col, Ryan, who lately es-
